It is interesting to compare this map made by Dr. Sven Hedin in the remarkably short space of four days with the maps of Tibet that were current before the result of the famous explorer's 

recent travels became known. Nothing could better indicate the great geographical value of Dr. Sven Hedin's work than this map, for we find many blanks that represented vast tracts of
